@ Clear head ad an honest purpose. Our bonds 
@ertainly could uot be li juriously aff-cted be- 
‘Cause the peaceful tra sn asiou of the govern- 
ment from the hends of one president to those of 
another, under the provirions of tie national 
‘Constitution, isa proof cf the sirength and sta- 
bility of our insiituuious acd not of their weak~- 
ness. Men are to bs: found atail times ready to 
put down prices ou toe market for speculative 
purpose, but there would b: nothing in the 
change, if it should u ifortuartely come, t6 dis 
turb the financial or business interests of the 
country in the slightest degree. In addition 
to this General Arthurixs a mean who deserves 
and ought to receive public confidence. 
ET have ktiiown him many years and I 
regard him as in every way qualified to make a 
raat sensible, hov.est and conservative executive. 
/My father, who was an excellent judge of men, 
Was well acquainted with Mr. Arthor and had 
equite a high opinion of his business capacity and 
integrity. I teil you Mr. Arthur is by no means 
anordinary man.

swallowed and relished. Pulse, 100; temperature, 
9*.4; respiration, 17.

Depew, “bat if it should” happen, and Mr. 


Arthur should be called to the presidency in 


accordance with the constitutional provision, I 
believe he would disappoint all the evil prophe- 
cles that have been made regarding him, and 
that he would prove to be a jadicious and con- 
servative president. His administration would 
beentitled.to and I believe, would receive an 
honest, fairsuppori, and there certainly would 
not be auy atiempt or disposition to raise a fac- 
tional feeling against it.”’ ; 

At the Grand Union, which was not so crowded 
with public men as the United States, there was 
notso much excitement, bat much anxiety to 
obtain intelligence of the presideat’s condition 
was manifested. . 

JUDGE HILTON'S VIEWS. 
_ Judge Hilton exprewed himself as follows: ‘‘] 
have known General Arthur for thirty years.

Said one of the surgeons, when approached 
with a question on thesubject this evening, ‘‘The 
president has made a sensible improvement to 
day.’’ . 

Dr. Boynton, in conversation regarding the 
president's condition, says he is improving grad- 
nally. 

“How is the trouble in the parotid gland?” 
was asked the doctor. 

“It is apparently Giminishing,’’ was his re- 
sponse. 

Q—Does the patient experience annoyance 
from it still? 

A—Yes, it causes some pain yet, but the 
swelling has subsided so that it is scarcely per- 


| ceptible. 


Q—Do you apprehend suppuration from it? 

A—Possibly; but it is not probable now that 
the inflammation has been scattered. 

Q—Does the president manifest a desire to 
eat? 

A-—He has nothing like a sharpappetite, but he 
takes his nourishment without hesitancy. 

Q- He still enjoys the gruel Mra. Garfield pre- 
pares for him, I suppose? 

A—Yes. 

Q—What do you regard as the most important 
feature of the case at present? 

A—The condition of the stomach is undoubted- 
ly the most important feature now. 

Q-I suppose itis rather early to expectany 
perceptible increase in the patient’s strength’? 

A—Yes, he is still very weak. 

This afternoon Dr. Bliss was asked if the presi- 
dent had any malarious symptoms. 

A—“'No,”’ said he, ‘“‘none atall,’’ 

Q—Hashe had a comfortable day, generally 
speaking? 

A-—-Yes, he had a very comfortable day. 

Q—Has he slept much? 

A—Considerably. 

Q—Does he still retain food without any an- 
noyance? 

A—Yes, sir. 

Q—Do you expect any suppuration from inflam- 
mation of the parotid gland? 

A-Why, the inflammation is subsiding and 
there is no pusin it; nothing to suppurate. 

Q-—Isn’t there danger of its appearing in an- 
other locality? 

A—We do not think so. : 

The doctor was pressed for his theory of the 
inflamed gland, and did not deny that it was a 
fair assumption to believe that saliva had se- 
creted in the gland te an ussatura) 
extent during the time the patient 
was not nourishment through 
his mouth. “Bat,”’ ssid he, ‘‘I have my own 
theory aboutit. It is unimportant to the public, 
however. You remember that I told you at the 
commencement it was an unimportant complica- 
tion excepting the annoyance it caused the pa- 
tient, and my predictiéns have already been ver- 
ified.” 


Dr. Bliss told the president's barber to-day that 
he would soon be abvle to resume his duties on 
the patient. — E 
Dr. Bliss left the white house afew minutes, 
before 10 o'clock te meet Dr. Agnew, who arrived 
at 10:10. He said, before leaving the mansion 
that the president was very quiet; that he had 
taken twenty-two ounces of k>umiss and milk

PROBING THE WOUND 

Midnight. —~At 11:30 to-night Dr. Blie * 
questioned concerning the rumor in circu! al 
here to-night to the effect thatthe wounc ad 
been probed within a day or two to the depth of 
eieven inches. The doctor replied that there was 
no trath in the.rumor; nothing like a probe bad 
entered the wound since the curved instrument 
was inserted when the last surgical operation was 
performed nearly two weeks ago. The cleansing 
tube only, he said, had been inserted at the dressing 
of the wound, and this had never entered be 
yond the depth of three anda half inches from 
the mouth of the last incision. 

The doctor was also asked about the condition 
of the patient at that hour, and replied: ‘‘He i 
doing nicely. I have just sponged him off, and 
he has gone to sleep again,’’ His pulse, he said, 
was 108. 

At this hour—midnight—the president is rest- 
ing quietly and comfortably.

FOREIGN FLASHES, 


fhe Commercial KRelationa of France 
and England. 

Lonpon, August 19.—The Times, in an 

editorial article commenting on the state- 
ment of Under Foreign Secretary Sir 
Charles Diike in the house of commons 
yesterday. giving the government’s reasons 
for not accepting ibe invitations of France 
to resume negotiations for the new com- 
merce treaty, says: ‘The greatest leading 
nation in the world hes no need to approach 
France, cap in kand, and beg her to come 
toterms. The ead of the French commer- 
cial treaty will probably be the 
signal for a new protection- 
ist outcry in this country. The demand 
w ill not be granted, butitis certain that 
the failure of the negotiations with France 
must resultin tbe. serious curtailment of 
our trade with her. A good fifth part of 
her foreign trade will be annihilated by her 
own act, and along with it tne cordiality 
and good will which the profitable foreign 
trade does much to establish and mainiain 
The Times adds: We u’ derstand the points 
t pon which the Freich proposals were un- 
atisfactorv, were that France insisted on 
abolition of ad valorem duties, and accord- 
ing to British views, refused to adopt tae 
specific duties which would be equivalent to 
them or to even fully discuss ajl points in- 
volved.In this conneotion it should be 
stated that the law recently passed by the 
French chambers only authorizes the gov 
ernment to granta prolongation of the ex 
isting commercial treaty in the event of 
there being a fair prospect of a new one 
being arranged, and as 1n consequence Oi 
the wide divergence of opinions in this 
case there did not appear to be such a 
prospect, there was no option but to break 
ol negotiations

Mr. Wilsor, the State Oommissioner of North 
Carolina, Arrives in the City for the Pur- 
pose of Looking after his State 
Daring the O.ming Expositions. 


Mr. Peter Wilson, the secretary of the board of 
agriculture of the state of North Carolina, 
reached the city yesterday. 

Mr. Wi'son comesf.r the purpose of preparing 
for the exhibit of North Carolina’s resources at 
our coming exposition. He applied to Mr. Kim- 
ball yesterday for space, stating that he would 
nee 1 at least 1,209 square feet, as an exhaustive 
ulsplay of thestate’s rcsources would be made. 
In conver-eton with a CONSTITUTION raan Mr. 
Wilson said: ; 

“Our instructions are to make a first-class ex- 
hibit, aud see that North Carolina’s show is sec- 
oud to that of nostate represented at the exposi- 
tion, and we shal) do this 1f possible. We have 


Sout to various parts of the state for the leading 
—b¢icts of North Carolina, including cotton, to-~ 
reo, jute, etc. Our state fair, which comes 

f on October 14th, will bring together the 


‘ oh cent agricultural products of the state. These 
Y we shall have transported at the conclusion of the 


fair to At'anta and added to our exhibition here, 
and we will make a show that will astonish the 
natives.”’ 

“Will you not make a show of your wocds and 
minerals?’ 

“We certainly shall. Of the 250 minerals, 
North Carolina will be able to show 200, and we 
have almost every wood that grows in this coun- 
try. We have now the finest state museum of 
woods and minerals in the United States, and we 
shall bring this to Atlanta bodily. Our display of 
wood will be unequaled by anything ever seen in 
this country ia usefuiness, value and variety.’’ 

‘You will make a complete exhibition of North 
Caro!ina’s resources?’’ 

“Yes, we will try to bring a sample of every~ 
thing that there is in the state, including a large 
sample of our i25,000 anti-prohibition majority.’’ 

“Is there much enthusiasm in your state over 
the exposition?”’ 

‘In leading circles thereis Our state officials, 
from the governor down, have held this exposi- 
tiou as the best chance that North Carolina will 
ever have to show the world what she is and in- 
duce immigration. Almost all the northern vis- 
itors who come to the exposition will come with 
some view of investing in the southif they seea 
good open ing, and will be disposed to look favor- 
ably on everything.

AN EXCURSION DITCHED, 


Several Persons Killed in the Accident 

GALVEsToN, August 19—The News has 
received a special giving further particulars 
of the wreck of the Narrow-Gauge excur- 
sion train. When the engine flew the track 
the engineer whistled on brakes and gave 
the danger signals. Those who understood 
the signal commenced jumping off the 
cars, bui before a dozen had reached the 
ground the crash came, and the engine was 
crowded on its side in an embankment and 
two coaches were jammed together. W

died in ten minutes. Joe Barush had both 
legs shattered and ghastly cut. He lived 
four hours.

The coupling 
between the tender and first car gave way 
thus saving the entire train from destruc 
tion. The parties killed and wounded were 
standing on the platform between tne cars 
when the crash came. 


THE INDIANS. 


Couference at Washington—The Sioux 
Offer Lands to the Poncas. 

Wasuineton, August 19.—The confer 
ence which opened yesterday between the 
Omaba, Winnebago, Sioux and Poncas 
chiefs and Secretary Kirkwood was contin- 
ued io-day. The end aimed at by the sev- 
eral tribes represented in the conference, 


Indians, who yet remain on tne 
old Ponca reserve. The Omaha and 
Winnebago delegates refused to dispose of 
any part of their reservations, assigning as 
areason fortheir refusal that their tribe 
was increasing in bumbers, and they 
needed the whole of their reservations for 
their children. The Sioux delegates con 
sented, not only to part with the land the 
Poncas needed, about 25,000 acres, but 
offered to give the lands to the Poncas 
W hite-Thunder, successor of Spotted-Tail, 
who spoke for the Sioux delegation, was 
quite dramatic in _ delivery, He 
spoke with forcible gestures and 
with apparent elequence. When he said 
he Sioux would let the Poneas have the 
iand, Secretary Kirkwood inquired whether 
they expected the government to give 
anything ‘othe Sioux furths permission 
given the Poncas to live on their lands. 
White Thunder drew bimseif up proudly 
and said: “No, my friend, that is not what I 
want. You tola me, yesterday, that I 
ought to bave p'ty on these poor Poncas. 
If | have pity upon them, Law not going 
to take their money. We give them the 
lands they need ”’

Dueling in Virginia, 

White Sulphur Springs Cor. Chicago Times. 

There has never been any law in Vir- 
ginia rigid enough to prevent dueling. fhe 
best young men believe in the code; to re- 
fuse to give anenemy the satisfaction of 
going out upon the field would only result 
in the mau refusing, beco ning a social out- 
cast. Totakeany part ina duel under the pre- 
sent Virginia law, one becomes: qually 
yuilty with the principals. To kill a man 
in a duel is classed as a murder in the firs: 
degree, but po one has ever been convicted 
under the law. It is impossibie to have a 
jary that will convict, so strong is public 
sentimentin favorof the code Judges, 
juries, prosecuting attorneys, all at least 
believe in it; so where is the pos-ibili:y of 
a rigid enforcement of such a law? 

The McCarty-Merdecai duel in Richmond 
was one of the Jast fatai duels fought in 
Virginia. In some ways this was one of 
the most dfamatic bits of southern social 
life that I-have ever heard reluted Oneof 
the seconds in this duel gave me the other 
day alight free sketch of this historical 
duel and its causes. 

McCarty and Mordecai were two young 
confederate officers, born and bred in the 
south. Both served with greai credit and 
bravery during the _ rebellion. Mor- 
decai was a gunner and refused a great 
many times promotion w his gal- 
lantry, saying that he could do the 
south more service at hisgun. After the 
war the two young men moved in the best 
society of Richmond, and were members of 
the same fashionable club. A young lady 
was the cause of the bitter quarrel between 
them. McCarty was yery much in love 
with her—but the tw, becoming estranged, 
became bitter ene _ .. Then Mordecai be- 
came the lover of the young lady, Miss T., 
and naturally sympathized with her in her 
expressions of dislike for her former ad 
mirer. 

There was a fatality, however, iu the affair 
that brought about an explosion. Once 
when dancing achance figure of the ger- 
man, MissT. met McCarty as a partner, and, 
refusing to dance with him, left the floor. 
This madeasceae. The next night at an- 
other german fate spun another vengeful 
thread and the two met again. Miss T. was 
begged by the leader of the german for his 
sake to not repeat the scene of the night 
before. She yielded to this entreaty and 
danced with her enemy, the chance partner. 
Chus far there was no occasion for an ex- 
plosion, 

The next day there appeared by another 
accident of fate that was leading two 
young men on to danger or death, a little 
poem describir the sensations of an amo 
rous lover as be clasped his adored one in 
bis arms in a waltz. The poem was a deli- 
cate one, written in the brilliant McCariy’s 
best vein. Coming right — the heels of 
the incident of the night belore, Miss T. 
imagined this amorous bit of delicate ver~ 
sitication to be a satire directed at her. 

Mordecai called McCarty to account for 
it, and said to him that he was a poltroon 
and a coward for attacking a defenseless 
lady. The matter was placed in the hands 
of friends. . It was found that the poem had 
been written days bef re,and even had 
been in type before the incident, so that it 
could not by any means have referred to 
Miss [. Mordecai, to his credit be it said, 
made a full apology upon this presentation, 
and withdrew his offensive remarks. Un- 
der the adjustment, however, it was agreed 
that Mordecai and McCarty were to con- 
sider each other ever afterward as strangers. 
Here the matter should have ended, and in 
all probability would have so ended had it 
not been for the busybodies that in every 
community are never so delighted as when 
stirring up mischief. 

Doulste ’were cast upon the courage of 
these two young men, when they had 
proved it repeatedly upen the field of bat- 
tie, The gossips were so vigorous upon the 
subject that McCarty said in the club room 
one day to a group of friends: ‘‘ 1 am tirea 
and sick of ail tis talk about my affairs; I 
am going to send for Major Tabb (his 
second) and see if this devilish talk cannot 
be stopped.” 

Fate appeared again, for Mordecai enter- 
ed the room by chance, and heard the re- 
mark, Hestepped torward and wanted to 
know if the remark referred to him. Under 

heiragreement they were both bound to 
not know each other, so McCarty said to 
him: ‘Who are vou, sir?’ 

‘It does not matter who I am. lama 
gentleman, at least.” 

“Ah, indeed!” said McCarty, in a sneer- 
ing way. 

Then followed a quarrel of blows, and 
from then reconciliation was impossible. 
The gossips wbo bad forced all this mischief, 
by declaring thatthey would make Rich- 
mond too hot to hold the young menif 
they did not fight, were correspondingly 
happy. 

The duel took place near Richmond, in 
a seciuded place. One of the surgeons, 
whose services were sought, refused. It has 
always been thoughtit was he who notified 
the police. Here occurred another fatality. 
The police did not receive the information 
in time to reach the ground before the 
fatal -hots were fired. When the first shots 
were fired noone was hit. An upper but- 
ton of McCarty’s coat was cutaway. An- 
other fatality here occurred. Had the 
seconds taken time to examine their men 
to see if they were hit, the chief of police 
would have arrived in time to prevent the 
second shots. As it was, Mordecai cried 
out, “I am all right; Mr. McCarty’s button 
only was cut off, asI can see from here”’ 

The seconds of the challenger demanded 
asecond shot. Another fatality. If duel- 
ing pistols had been employed, time would 
have been needed to load, and then the 
chief of police would have arrived. The 
weapons used were self-cocking army re- 
volvers. The second firing resulted curi 
ously. Both men were struck in the same 
placesin the right side, The ball ia one 
case—that of Mordecai—passed through, 
resulting fatally, while the ball in Mc- 
Carty’s case deflected, and passed around. 
Both men threw up their hands and fell 
upon their faces The chief of police was 
on the bill, ranning, and witnessed the last 
shot. Mordecai died within a week. 
McCarty was in bed six months, and barely 
escaped with his life. 

There is no denying one fact, that the 
code and its attending features are 
thorough! y condemned by northern peo- 
ple, there is no doubt; but right here upon 
the ground, where it is a matter of honest 
velief, there is at least something to be 
said in its favor. Men are more circum- 
spect in what they say or do. Southern 
men are much politer to each other in a 
social way than are northern people in the 
same position of life. I was never ina 
place in my life where so many people were 
herded together without encountering 
more or less of the rowdy element. Here 
there may be much out of the way as any- 
where else, but, upon the surface, unusual 
decency and decorum upon the part of the 
members of both sexes are observed.

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HUDSON'S HOKROR. 


A TALE OF BLOOD FROM DAWSON. 


The Triple Murder in Dawson Oounty Deseribod 
Pally—The Arrest of the Murderer—One 
Man and two Women Sent into 
Ecernity—News in General. 


Special dispatch to The Constitution. 

Atsany, August 19—From Mr. J. H 
Crine, of Dawson, who is in town, we learn 
the particulars of -the terrib'e holocaust 
in the lower part of Terreli county Tuesday 
According to the statement of the nezro 
girl, about twelve or fifteen years of age, 
and the only witness and survivor of the 
tragedy, anegro man named Frank Hudson, 
well-known in the neighborhood where he 
has been living for a number cf yeare past, 
called at the house of Mr. Da.id M. Lee, 
late in the afternoon, nearly dark, and told 
him his fence was ou fire Mr Lee, accom- 
panied by the negro, started off at once to 
attend toit. He was seeo no more alive, 
A short time after dusk the negro Frank 
Hudson went to the house and asked Mrs, 
Lee, wife of Mr. David M. Lee, to prepare 
some supper for him. She was preparing 
to go to bed, and told him it was too late, 
and that hecould get none that night. He 
then struck Mrs. L2e a heavy blow with an 
ax he had with him--a viow which killed 
her instantly. Passing from Mrs. Lee’s 
room into one adjoiniog, he came upon the 
negro girl, whom he attacked with the 
ax, striking her down but not killing her. 
From thence he passed into another room 
where a negro woman, the cook, was sleep- 
ing, whom he likewise brained with the 
ax, killing her instantly. In the mean- 
time the girl, whom he had struck but not 
killed, managed to crawl into Mrs. Lee’s 
room and hide herself under Mrs Lee’s bed. 
Returning, the murderer discovered and 
dragged her out and, according to her state- 
ment, beat her terribly, aad  leay- 
ing her, as he doubtless sup- 
posed, ead, Having robbed the 
house, breaking open drawers, trunks, 
etc., by which he secured a large sum, 
supposed to be between five and six hun- 
dred dollars, the murderer took his de-~ 
parture. After he left the girl was still 
able to craw! off to the nearest neighbor's 
house, distant about one and a balf or two 
miles and report the facis. A force was or- 
ganized and succeeded in arresting the 
criminal in Lee county, six miles from this 
city. Heis now in Dougheriy jail. He 
confesses the crime and implicates others. 
They were on their way to a barbecue. 

The dead body of Mr. Lee was found 
next morning about 300 yards from his 
house. It is thought the negro, himself, 
set the fence on fire, which was found 
slightly burned, for the purpose of getting 
his victim away from the house. The old 
man Lee, had been killed with a rail, the 
marks of the terrible blows being discern- 
ible about the head. He was an elderly 
man, between 60 and 65 yearsof age, in 
moderately good circumstances, hard work- 
ing and industrious, and much respected in 
the county. It was generally supposed that 
he had a good deal of money, as he fre- 
quently loaned money to his neighbors and 
others. ; un 

A negro answering the description of 
Hudson, made his appearance at Oak Lawn 
store,on Mouday morning, about 10 a.m. 
and bought a pistol, displaying at the time, 
a large quantity of money. Oak Lawn 
is 10 miles west of Aibany. He is sup- 
posed also to have been seen in Albany 
Wednesday night,a short time before the 
arrival of the posse from Terrell with news 
of the tragedy and in pursuit, He is a 
rather slender built negro, coal black, 
about 30 years old.

From the en- 
trance at the door to the floor of the saloon was a 
lower floor of one foot, which caused the sad 
accident Which imperils the life of the old lady 
She is now in a dangerous condition, She ranks 
among the most respectabie famiiies of the state.

The 
soft yellow pine, which so largely abounds in 
this state, is especially well suited to the creo- 
soting process, as the sap vessels in it are large. 
{a teating the timber it.is placed in large iron 
nolders and completely relieved, by 
evaporation, of all the moisture itcontains. After 
this has been done coal tar oil is forced into the 
sap@essels of the timber by a pressure of from 
onemhundred and twenty to one hundred and 
thi pounds to the square inch, the pressure 
bei ompleted and the timber ready for use in 
abou® thirty-six hours after it is placed in the 
iron Sok or holders. Captain Craig’s investiga- 
ticn 79> te with a view to using the crceosoted 
timber . aAumber of places aloug the line of 
the Charleston and Savannah road, where the 
ravages of the worm baffle the skill of the archi- 
‘tects and greatly increase the cost of mainiainiug 
“helive.

BRITISH CROPS. 


James Caird Tells What He Huows. 

Lonpon, August 19.—James Caird, an 
eminent agricultural authority, writes as 
follows: ‘‘ But for the late rains and di- 
minished temperature, the harvest would 
have proved equal to nearly the average 
years preceding 1874, but mildew has ap- 
peared, and will affect the quality of the 
yield of the later crops. On two-thirds 


of the wheat land an av- 
erage crop will be made 
up by the fineness of the quality. Ip the 
remaining land, even with that aid, it will 
be ten per cent below the old ave:a.e. The 
heavy crops are rare, most of them thin, 
but well headed, and there is too common 
evidence shown tbroughout the country of 
diminished capital of farmers, by the lower 
scale of farming. We begin the barvest 
year very bare of the old stock of wheat 
in the country. Our annual require- 
ments are from twenty-four million to 
twenty-five miilion quarters. When 
the last harvest is completed we shall have 
imported over sixteen million quarters. 
Our own crop this year will probably yield 
9 500,000 quarters, so that if we can reckon 
on a foreign supply equal to that of 1880, 
and at not much over the sama price, we 
shall be safe There is said to be an abun- 
dant harvest in Russia. In France the 
wheat crop is believed to be scanty. Our 
barley is better than the corn crop of the 
year, but it has net ripened equally. 
Oats are extremely deficient, espe- 
cially in foreigu countries. Hay is 
50 per cent deficient, but was gen- 
erally got in in fine condition. Mangolds 
and green crops are rapidiy improving aud 
promise a tolerable crop. One of the best 
features of the season bas been the fine 
weather for cleansing the ground in spring 
aud early summer, enabling farwiers to rid 
much of their land of accumulated weeds 
of previous wet years, but they bave been 
heavily hit by the losses of stock and sheep. 
The stock in Great Britain during the last 
two years has been diminished by more 
than 12 per cent, there being a decline of 
two million sheep and one million lambs 
since 1879.

Piaced Under Heavy Bond. 


Wasuinoton, August 19 —Captain H W. 
Howgate «vpeared before United Siates 
Commissioner Bunday, to-day, to answer 
the charges preferred by General Hazen, 
chief signal officer of the United States, of 
the embezzlement of $40,388, while acting 
as disbursing officer of the signal service, 
The accused was supported by two attend. 
ants, and looked pale and enfeebled from 
severe illness. He was represented by 
counse!, Jadges Wilson andCuppy. Judge 
Wilson stated that as the captain’s health 
was seriously impaired, and as he under- 
s:ood from the government's attorneys that 
they are not quite ready to proceed with 
the case, he would ask that the court waive 
the examinatios at present and fix reason- 
able bail. He assured the court that his 
client woul shortiy eready to meet the 
charges. 

Mr. Cook, for the government, stated 
that the amount charged in the affidavit as 
having been embezzled was over $40,000, 
but that in the opiaion of the officers of 
the government conducting the examina- 
tion of the accounts, thissum will be con- 
siderably increased, certainly to $50,000, 
and in all probability to a much greater 
figure, perbaps as much as $80,000, He ac- 
ceded to the request of the opposing coun-, 
sel for an adjournment, but thought that 
taking into consideration the large amount 
of the allegel embezziement and the high 
position of the officers making the charge, 
which was guarantee of their truthfulness, 
bail should not be fixed ina less sum than 
$50,000, 

Judge Cuppy claimed that this enormous 
bail was a virtual refusal of the privilege, 
and inasmucb as the preliminary exami- 
nation had failed to sustain the charges in 
the slightest degree, the bail was excessive. 
He thought that $5,000 or 10,000 was suffi- 
cient bond, There wasno doubt entertain- 
tained among the capta.8.’s counsel and 
friends of his vindication. 

Judge Wilson followed, referring to the 
good standing of the accused in the com- 
munity and to his bad health, and pointed 
out that he had voluntarily returned to re- 
futethecharges. The fact that an affidavit 
had been preferred by General Hazen should 
have Do more significance to the court than 
if sworn to by au inferior officer of the 
goverument; and the statement of Cook 

hat the alleged embezzlement would ex-~ 
ceed the original amount charged in the 
affidavit could certainly not be legally en- 
tertained as a reason for increased bail. 

Colonel Cook said the government was 
substantially, if not actually. ready to pro- 
ceed, and, in fact, would beat this time to- 
morrew ready to present evidence. 

Judge Bunday declared that it was his 
intention to deal with this person (How- 
gate) as if he were an ordinary citizen. 
He read the section of the revised statutes 
applying to the case, which provides a fine 
of not less than $1,000 nor wore than the 
amount embezzled, and imprisonment for 
from one to ten years, or both fine and im- 
prisonment. He thought that bail should 
be fixed in direct relation tothe amount 
charged as having been embezzled, and 
pursuing this view of the case, he would 
tix the bail at $40,000, 

Judge Wilson, for the prisoner, said that 
they would try to furnish bail and postpone 
the present examination of the case, and for 
this purpose asked for an adjouroment 
until Saturday next. If, however, they 
were unable to procure bond by that day, 
they would ask to proceed immediately 
with the case. The government’s repre- 
sentative agreeing to this arrangement, the 
commissioner granted the request, and the 
hearing was adjourned till Saturday next, 
the accused, meanwhile, to remain in the 
custody of the United States marshal, who, 
it is understood, will permit him to remain 
at his residence uatii the conclusion of the 
hearing.

The New York Commercial Bulletin 
not only reasons well, Horatio, but is 
given to figures. In view of theenlarged 
European grain crop, and of the additions 
made to foreign stocks within the past 
year, the Bulletin estimates that the ex- 
port requirements from the U nited States 
will fall 70,000,000 bushels below those of 
1880. Of the 120,000,000 bushels which 
constitute the supposed home exportable 
surplus, the Bulletin estimates a total of 
66,000,000 bushels as available for ship- 
ment from the Pacific states. Deducting 
this we have 54,000,000 bushels as the 
quantity remaining for.export from 
the Atlantic ports. The total exports of 
wheat and flour from the United States 
in the year ending June 30, 1881, were, 
in round numbers, 190,000,000 bushels. 
Of this total, less than 30,000,000 bushels 
went from the Pacific ports, leaving 160,- 
000,000 bushels as the quantity shipped 
from the Atlantic ports, against, as above 
shown, 54,000,000 bushels available for 
that route of export this year. Accord- 
ing to this showing the exports of grain 
from the Atlantic seaboard during the 
next twelve months are likely to fall 
short of those of the year just closed by 
fully 100,000,000 bushels.

better sense of the country.: Bat, unfor- 
tunately, in politics the pressure of 
public sentiment is neither as em- 
phatic nor as powerful as the 
pressure of personal obligations, 
and it is to be feared that, in spite of 
whatever patriotic desires he might have 
to the contrary, he would be compelled 
to allow his administration to drift into 
the control of that faction ef the repub- 
lican party which distinguished itself 
by hounding and abusing the president 
up to the very moment when the assas- 
sin’s shot was fired.

Another Story of His Attack Upon 
Mis Guard. 

Wascnineton, August 19. — Warden 
Crocker, of the jiil, now admits that Gui- 
teau did pave a knife and used it in his as- 
sault upon the guard, McGili.  COrcezer 
saystbat he had not thoroughly investi- 
gated the affair when he denied if, 
put the belief is that the denial was in 
tended to suppress the truth, because it was 
a reflection upoa the manner ii 
which Guiteau is guarded to let him get a 
kvife. The implement used by Guiteau 
turps out as bas been stated to be a 
“cheeser,”’ but instead of having been made 
from a shoe shank, it was mereiy a piece cf 
corset stee!, about four inches long and 
three-fourths of an inch wide, with a handie 
made of ,;aper wrapped with a common 
string. It bas one edge quite sharp. lu 
fact, 1t was, says McGill, as sharp as arazor, 
as itcutentire!y through his coat and vest 
and neariy reacned bisskin. The warden 
thinks that the weapon got into the jail 
fom another cell. About the first o 
each month the prison ~obeds are 
tiken out and steamed. Crocker thinks 
toatin returning them, a cot from some 
otber cell in whicha knife was concealed, 
was put into Guiteau's cell, instead of the 
cot be formerly bad, but this hardly looks 
plausible, as in washing and steaming the 
cots it would appear that anything con- 
cealed about them would have been dis 
covered, The accepted theory is that Bed- 
ford, a colored man, who was hanged to: 
the murder of Heath, leit the knife in the 
cell and Guiteau foucd it. General Crock~ 
er is of the opinion that Guiteau’s restless- 
ness the night before the attack was 
occasioned by the conviction that 
the president was dead. Even  be- 
fore the appearance of additional 
soldiers at the jail, Guiteau manifested the 
most intense uneasiness, and when the sol- 
diers moved, he would go every five or tea 
minutes to his wiodow ard look out at 
their movements, McGill, who has been 
seen but little by Guiteau in making his 
rounds, startled the wreich, and he, think- 
ing an attack was to be made upon him by 
a mob, resolved to fight. It is McGili’s 
custom at night to go tnrough all the corri- 
dors of the jail and see that the prisoners 
are not engaged in mischief. This he did ear 
ly Tuesday morning, and finding Gaiteau 
sitting on the side of his 
bed, and thinking somethin 
wrong in his movements, spoke sharply to 
bim and asked him what he was doing
